1. ON BASIS REFTELS WE FEEL CONFIDENT OF BRITISH CO- SPON- 
SHORSHIP. ACCORDINGLY HOPE THIS INFORMATION CAN BE PASSED 
AT EARLIEST OPPORTUNITY TO FOREIGN MINISTER, AS SUGGESTED 
REFTEL, OR TO APPROPRIATE HIGH LEVEL FONOFF OFFICIAL. 
FOLLOWING POINTS MIGHT BE ADDITIONALLY MADE: 

A. WE ATTACH PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE TO IAPANESE CO- SPONSOR- 
SHIP OF POSTPONEMENT RESOLUTION AS WELL AS LOBBYING EFFORT 
ON RESOLUTION' S BEHALF. ( GOJ VOTE FOR POSTPONEMENT IS 
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WELCOME BUT BY ITSELF NOT ESPECIALLY INFLUENTIAL FOR 
REASONS SEEN BY KAGEI, REF C.) 

B. WE HAVE BEEN ACTIVE IN SUPPORT POSTPONEMENT FOR PAST 3 
WEEKS AND HAVE MADE REPRESENTATIONS IN SOME 70 CAPITALS. 

C. OUR LATEST ASSESSMENT OF PROBABLE VOTE ON POSTPONEMENT 
INDICATES VOTE WILL BE CLOSE, BUT WE BELIEVE RESOLUTION 
CAN SUCCEED IF SUPPORTERS MAKE VIGOROUS EFFORT. ( JAPANESE 
MAY BE INFORMED OUR PRESENT, TENTATIVE ESTIMATE IS 56 IN 
FAVOR, 48 AGAINST, WITH 29 PRESENTLY LEANING TOWARD AB- 
STENTION.) 



D. WE BELIEVE THAT VICTORY ON POSTPONEMENT NO MATTER HOW 
NARROW WILL PROVIDE US WITH GREATER FLEXIBILITY IN 
HANDLING KOREAN QUESTION AT UNGA THIS FALL. WE WILL BE 
IN MUCH BETTER POSITION TO DEVELOP AN EFFECTIVE GA 
STRATEGY IF ROK KNOWS THAT WE MADE REAL EFFORT TO OBTAIN 
POSTPONEMENT IN WHA.
